The Prevention of Fires 
A Rockford architect has in the Regis 
ter-Gazelte given some practical sugges­ 
tions for the construction of buildings by 
which even wooden structures may be in 
great measure protected from the rapid 
spread of flames. 
By the observance of 
these simple precautions in case a lire 
starts in the lower portion of a bouse the 
blaze may be materially held iu check, 
arid as the suggestions involve but a tri 
tling additional expense in Hie original 
outlay, we copy for Hie benefit of those 
who 
may contemplate building in the 
near future. 
The writer says. 
“ In tin» day of cheap structural steel 
sml a rapidly decreasing lumber supply, 
it is doubtful wisdom to use wood in the 
frame work conMruction of costly build 
mgs 
Still, if w aid is used, it is more 
Ilian folly, it is criminal, to disregard the 
plainest teachings of common sense and 
to so construct a building that a fire «tart 
ing in the basement will reach the roof 
before the inmates have time to escape 
ihe Haines, us lias frequently occurred in 
large hotels, theatres, public IhiIIh, etc 
An additional cost of perhaps five dollars 
would change 
a $1,500 
cottage from 
a “ lire trap,” as usually built, iu which 
a tire started in the basement would reach 
the garret in a few minutes, into a “ slow 
burning” building, in which, if the tire 
started in a closed room, it might be 
smothered out with its own smoke. 
A 
universal rule, applicable to all build 
ings, whether cheap or costly, small or 
large, is not to make any wooden pass 
ages wiihiit the walls, partitions o r floors 
where lire can pass freely. 
Every floor 
should cut oil every opening between 
studding extending to another story, ev 
ery studding partition should be closed 
hermetically at both «’iids, at every floor, 
and at least once between floors by a 
piece of board nr sheet iron tilling the 
space between the studding, sheeting and 
plaster The same is true of the studding 
walls of the building, and when thus con 
strueted lire could only go upward on the 
outside, where it is easily fought 
Ihe 
same plan should apply to the floor joist, 
whim plastered or ceiled 
The end space 
should be hermetically closed and al least 
one cut off made between the ends. Much 
additional safety eoul I be bad by white 
washing all the woodwork before plaster­ 
ing was done, and eerta'nh wooden build 
ings cannot tic mad« too secure from fire. 
It is not supposed to be necessary to can 
lion against bringing joist or other wood 
in contact witti flues which may be heat 
ed, ss an architect who would do this (and 
it is often done) would need cautioning 
against dropping a lighted match into a 
powder magazine. 
When tall, wooden 
structures are put up a permanent stand 
pipe with distributing jets should also tie 
made, to the end that the firemen could 
reach the tire promptly and without dan 
ger 
All high, wooden roofs would lie 
greatly protected by a permanent pipe
